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VICTORY IS OURS 



A Blaze, of Fire Along the American 

Lines at flanila. 



All Night and All Day the Battle Raged Fiercely in 

Manila’s Outskirts. 



The Insurgents Began the Attack But Retreated Before the Magniflcen 

Charge of American Troops. 



Adm. Uexvey’ft VeBsele Took Part in the Fi^ht, Doin^ Mach Fxecation— Oar Lota Was 
20 Killed and 125 Wounded — The Filipinos Lost Heariiy — Many Were 
Drowned— Gallantry of Our Volunteer Soldiers. 



Washington, Feb. 6. — The following 
message was received Sunday morning. 

“To the Secretary of the Navy, Wash- 
ington: 

Insurgents here inaugurated general 
engagement yesterday night w’hich 
was continued to-day. The American 
army and navy is generally successful. 




MAJ. GEN. OTIS. 

Insurgents have been driven back and 
our line advanced. No casualties to 
navy. (.Signed,' Df.wky.” 

Washington, Feb. G.— The following 
dispatch was received at 1:15 Monday 
morning: 

“Maxii..\, Feb. 5. — To Adjutant Gen- 
eral: Situation most satisfatory; no 

apprehension need be felt. Perfect 
cjuiet prevails in city and vicinity. 
Lisv of casualties being prepared and 
^will be forwarded soon as jmssible. 
^^vGbps in excellent health and spirits. 

(Signed,) Otis.” 

Manila, Feb. G. — The Filipinos at- 
tacked the American line from Caloo- 
can to Santa Mesa at 8:45 Saturday 
evening. There was heavy fusillade 
on both sides and the artillery was 
used. The United States cruiser 
Charleston and the gunboat Concord 
bombarded the enemy. 

The Americans, after magnificent 
charges, captured several of the en- 
emy’s positions. 

The Americans lost 20 killed and had 
125 wounded. The Filipinos lost 
licavily. 

The long-exp>ected rupture between 
the Americans and the Filipinos has 
come at last. The former are now en- 
gaged in solving the Philippine prob- 
lem with the utmost expedition pos- 
sible. 

The clash came at 8:40 Saturday even- 
ing, when three daring Filipinos dart- 
ed past the Nebraska regiment’s pick- 
ets at Santa Mesa, but retired when 
challenged. 

They repeated the experiment without 
drawing the sentries fire, hut the third 
time Corporal Grccly challenged the 
Filipinos and then fired, killing one of 
them and wounding another. 

Almost immediately afterward the 
Filipinos line, from Caloocan to Santa 
Mesa, commenced a fusillade which 
was ineffectual. The Nebraska, Mon- 
tana and North Dakota outposts re- 
plied virgorously and held their 
ground until reinforcements arrived. 

The F^ilipinos in the meantime con- 
centrated at three points, Caloocan. 
Galgalangin and Santa Mesa. 

At about 1 o’clock the Filipinos open- 
ed a hot fire from all three places sim- 
uitaneousl}'. This was supplemented 
bj- the fire of two siege guns at Balik- 
lialik and by advancing their skirmish- 
ers at Paco and Pandacan. 

The Americans responded with a ter- 
rific fire, but owing to the darkness 
they w’ere unable to determine its ef- 
fect. 

The Utah light artillery finally suc- 
ceeded in silencing the native bat- 
tery. 

The 3d artillery also did good woi-k 
on the extreme left. 

The engagement lasted over an hour. 

The United States cruiser Charleston 
and the gunboat Concord, stationed off 
Malabona, opened fire from their sec- 
ondary batteries on the Filipinos’ posi- 
tion at Caloocan and kept it up vigor- 
0USI3’. 

At 2:45 there was another fusillade 
along the entire line, and the United 
States seagoing double monitor Monad- 
nock opened fire on the enemy from off 
Mai ate. 

With daj'light the Americans ad- 
vanced. 

The California and Washington regi- 
iuents made a splendid charge and 



drove the Filipinos from the villages 
of Paco and Santa Mesa. The Ne- 
braska regiment also distinguished 
itself, capturing several prisoners and 
one howitzer and a very strong posi- 
tion at the reservoir, which is con- 
nected w’ith the water works. 

The Kansas and Dakota regiments 
compelled the enemy’s right fiank to 
retire to Caloocan. 

There was intermittent firing at va- 
rious points all day long. 

The losses of the Filipinos can not be 
estimated at present, but are known 
to be considerable. 

The American losses are estimated 
at 20 men killed and 125 wounded. 

The Ygorates, armed with bows and 
arrows, made a very determined stand 
in the face of a hot artillery fire and 
left many men dead on the field. 

Several attempts were made in this 
city Saturday evening to assassinate 
American officers. 

Manila, Monday, Feb. 6.-9 a. m. — 
The Filipinos have apparently reached 
the conclusion that the Americans 
mean business, now that the barriers 
are removed, as there were no further 
hostilities Saturday night and no at- 
tempt was made to recover the lost 
ground. It is possible, however, that 
thej' are following the tactics they em- 
ploj'ed against the Spaniards and will 
merely lie off a few’ da^’s to recuperate 
their forces before returning to the at- 
tack. 

It is impossible to ascertain as yet 
how the news has been received at 
Malolos, the seat of the insurgent gov- 
ernment, but the Filipinos in Manila 
express the opinion that the movement 
for independence has received its death 
blow and that annexation will soon be 
welcomed generally. 

WA.SHINGTON, Feb. 6. — Instructions 
will be sent to Maj. Gen. Otis Mondaj’ 
dh'ecling him to follow up his victory 
over the insurgents and to crush the 
power of Aguinaldoin the Philippines. 
This w as the decision reached at an 
important cabinet meeting held in the 
white house Sunday night, attended 
h}-^ the president. Secretary Ila^a Sec- 
retary Alger and Attorney General 
Griggs and Adjt. Gen. Corbin. 

It was further decided, now that 
Aguinaldo has thrown down the 
gauntlet, that Iloilo shall be taken 
and the islands of the archipelago oc-

cupied as rapidly as possible and to 
the extent that Gen. Otis’ forces w’ill 
permit. 

Mauihd, Feb. 6. — Intense excitement 
was caused here by the receipt Sunday 
evening of the following official dis- 
patch from Gen. Rios, the Spanish 
commander in the Philippines: 

“The insurgents have violently at- 
tacked and captured almost the whole 
of the exterior American line. The 
Americans offered a vigorous defense 
at the e.xterior barriers, using their ar- 
tillery as well as the squadron. 

“The war ships destroyed and burn- 
ed Caloocan, Paco and several towns 
in the neighborhood. Roth sides suf- 
fered materiall3’. Very sharp firing con- 
tinues. The Spanish troops have been 
confined to quarters, but a sergeant 
has been wounded by a stra3’’ bullet. 

“Rios.” 

The popular sympathies here are on 
the side of Aguinaldo, but thinking 
people arc anxious regarding the con- 
sequences of the fighting, especially on 
account of the Spanish prisoners still 
in the hands of the insurgents. 

VVASUihviTON, Feb. 0, 12:15 a. m.— 



The following dispatch from Gen. Otis 
has been made public: 

“Manila, Feb. 5. 

“To the Adjutant General: February 
6 Insurgents in large force opened at- 
tack on our outer lines at 8:45 last 
evening; renewed attack several times 
during night; at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing entire line engaged; all at- 
tacks repulsed; at daybreak ad- 
vanced against insurgents and 
have driven them beyond the 
lines they formerly occupied, captur 
ing several villages and their defense 
works; insurgent loss in dead and 
w’ounded large; our own casualties 
thus far estimated at 175, very few 
fatal.

AGONCILLO IS INTERVIEWED. 

He Say* It Will Take the Un ted States 
at Least Ten Years to Cotiquer 
the Philippines. 

Troy, N. Y., Feb. 6. — In an interview 
here Sunday night Felipe Agoncillo, 
who is on the way to Canada, said 
concerning the fighting at Manila: 

“There ma3’ have been an exchange 
of shots by accident. I did not advise 
such a thing. 1 came on a mission oi 
peace. 1 came to offer the United 
States every piossible commercial ad- 
vantage. We want to be friendly with 
the United States. We were w’illing tc 
pay the §20,000,000 to Spain and alsc 
pay all the expenses of Dewc3’’s fleet at 
Manila. All we want is to be inde- 
pendent and to have the friendship ol 
the United States. We are not pau- 
pers. We are a people andw’e love oui 
freedom.” 

“Are 3’our people w’illing to accept 
anything short of independence?” 

“1 will not say. They w'ant to be 
free and independent, the same as this 
countr3'.” v 

“What will thc3' do if the treaty is 
ratified and the United States assumes 
sovereignty?” 

“I do not know. If the Americans 
attempt to conquer the Philippines it 
will take at least ten 3’ears, and even 
then they would not be conquered in 
heart. The3'’ wdll never be conquered. 
They w ill he conslanlU’ rising to gain 
their independence. 

“It is too bad,” concluded the Fil- 
ipino envoy. “1 came to 3’our country 
to offer you the friendship of my peo- 
ple, to give 3’ou our trade and pay all 
the expenses of obtaining our freedom 
for us from Spain. In return 3*ou re- 
fuse to even listen to me. If you had 
been only w illing to listen to w’hat 1 
had to offer all of this trouble could 
and would liave been avoided. It is 
not the seeking of m3' people. 1 am 
sorr\’.” 

Agoncillo repeated that he would re- 
turn to the United States as soon as he 
learned the reliable news about the 
events of Saturday in the Pliilippincs. 

The impression that his manner gave 
was that he is a very badly frightened 
envo3'.

Sunda3* night the bod\' was put 
aboard the 7:20 train on the Penns3'l- 
vania railroad and will be taken to 
Chicago. There were no funeral serv- 
ices in this city,but six members of the 
grand army acted as pall bearers both 
W’hen the body w’as removed from the 
hospital and when put aboard the 
train.

THE BIgTanTl AT^ANAMA. 

Work on the IV^terwaT is Frosressinj at a 

Kaplcl Kaie— The Culebra Cut Will 
Be Completed in Nine Months. 

New York, Feb. 6. — Reports of ex- 
tensive work on the Panama canal are 
brought b\’ Charles M. Dobson, an 
English civil engineer, who has just 
arrived here from Colon. Mr. Dobson 
said: 

“1 have visited the canal on several 
occasions since 1891, but 1 have never 
seen an3’thing like the activit3' visible 
at present. The French are evidentl3* 
m earnest and are progressing at a 
wonderfulU' rapid rate. The3’ are con- 
centrating their energies on the great 
Culebra cut, the most serious obstacle 
along the whole route. The compan3' 
has from 1,700 to 2,000 laborers at w’ork, 
with about 50 locomotives, e^ch of 
which hauls a train of from 10 to 15 
ears. 

“At the rate at which thc3' are now 
, excavating, the great cut will be com- 
pleted within nine months. M3’ im- 
pression is that the management, hav- 
ing finished this cut, will declare that 
they have solved the greatest problem 
of the canal and that additional funds 
are all that is needed to cari’3’ the 
whole work to completion. Water is 
actuall3' in 19 miles of the canal on the 
Atlantic side and seven on the Pacific 
side. 

“Up to the present about §i:j7,000,000 
in American gold has been spent and I 
believe the canal can be finished for 
§12.5,000,000. The compan3’ appears to 
suffer for no lack of mone3’, for the 
men are promptl3' paid. 

“The concession given by Colombia 
expired last October, but I am inform- 
ed that arrangements have been made 
for its extension for another period of 
six 3’Cars. M/ impression is that it 
will require about ten 3’cars more 
work before the canal is read3' to re- 
ceive ships.’’ 

MINING CAMP bNOW BOUND. 

Situation is Critical in the Extreme and 

Starvation Stnrea the luliab iaiitM of 
liidependeiice. Got., in the Face. 

Aspen, Col., Feb. 0. — The situation 
at the mining camp of indopendenee, 
18 miles from here, is critical in the 
extreme. Starvation stares the inhabi- 
tants of the town in the face. Provis- 
ion and fuel supplies are ncarU' ex- 
hausted. Wood that had been piled up 
for winter use lies buried itnder man3' 
feet of snow and can not be reached. 
The mines there, in all probabilit3*, 
must close down until spring. 
Roads leading to this place, the 
5nl3’ source of suppU* for Independence, 
arc impassable and the onl3' method of 
joumeving between the two places is 
on snow shoes, an excecdinglv’ danger- 
ous method of travel. The storm is 
still raging tiercclv' at Independence, 
making the outlook more gloom3’. 
Snow slides are so frequent between 
.Aspen and Independence that it is al- 
most suicidal to venture oa the route 
there. 

Transport Solace D fl Noi Leave for Ma- 
nila. 

Chicago, Feb. C. — A special from 
Norfolk. Va.. sa3’s: “The United States 
transport Solace, w’hich was to have 
sailed for Manila Sunda\’ at noon, did 
not get away from Hampton Roads. 
Just wh3’ she was held is not definitel3’ 
known, but it is believed b3’ naval ofii- 
cers that the developments in the Phil- 
ippines since her original orders were 
issued have prompted the navy depart- 
ment to hold the ship here until addi- 
I lional supplies arc received for trans- 
\portation to Manila.”

Havana, Feb. 4. — Mr. Robert P, 
Porter before sailing for Miami, Fla., 
made the following statement: “While 
the situation here has been improved 
and simplified by the declaration of 
Gen. Gomez that he will immediately 
take part in the pacification of Cuba, 
the advantage thus gained should 
be followed up by the American 
authorities. The entire policing of 
the island should be done by the Cu- 
bans themselves. The real police work 
is in fact, now in the hands of the Cu- 
ban soldiers, and law and order are 
well maintained. There should not 
be a moment's dela3* in the organiza- 
tion and equipment of these civil 
guards. 

The bulk of the American soldiers 
must be taken out of Cuba b3’ April. 
There is reall3' no n eccssit3’ for more 
than two regiments in each province 
to serve as a background of support 
for the Cuban police. In giving the 
best of these people emplo3’ment, all 
t!ie more will be left of the relief fund 
for those who must be helped back to 
the land. 

The feeling of distrust between the 
Cubans and the Americans has been 
temporarily checked by the message of 
Gen. Gomez to President McKinlc3’and 
the president's repl3' through Secretary 
Hay. If the younger military elements 
of both armies will now get togethei 
and complete the several sehemes for 
policing the provinces wliich at this 
moment arc awaiting crystalliza- 
tion the problem will be solved. De- 
hi3- in this work will be fatal. If such 
men as Gen. Gemez: Gen. Montcagudo, 
of Santa Clara provinee; Gen. Mu3’ia 
Rodriguez, of the Province of Finer Del 
Rio; Gen, Pedro Betancourt, of Matan- 
z.as province and others whom I know 
i personall3’. will assure President Mc- 
Kinlc3' and Gov. Gen. Rreoke that law 
and order will be maintained, their 
pledge will be carried out at any cost. 

“There is too much disposition to 
discuss minor details. There is too 
much hesitanc3' in bringing matters to 
a head. In the province of Santa Clara 
Monteaguado's admirable policing 
plan has been airead3' put in operation, 
and it is one, as Gen. Leonard Wood 
told me 3’’eslerdav, which is along right 
lines. The entire pidice work in that 
province, so Maj. Logan, provost mar- 
shal, informed me. has been done by 
Cubans since the evacuation. 

“WI13' not take up at once and dis- 
pose of this matter? Things mu-'t be 
kept moving in Cuba or summer will 
overtake us with too many troops 
there. Our soldiers themselves fully 
realize the situation. The3* frankly 
SH3’ that their chief occupation is to 
guard each other while their chiefs in 
Washington, Havana and Re- 
medors are exchanging confidences. 
The younger officers on both sides 
should come together and evolve pre- 
liminaiy policing plans and get those 
into working order without dela3’. 
Once this is well done, matters will 
take care of themselves in Cuba. At 
least that is mv opinion.”

She Shoots and Kills a Man H’ho Tore Off

Aa Such May Be Classed This Tale «f 
Plain. L'nvarnlsked 
Facts. 



There is an undoubted prejudice 
against house plants in the sleeping- 
room. which has not seemed to be jus- 
tified by anything that has been proved 
against the plants. Most of sucli pop- 
alar ideas, however, embody a truth, 
ajid it is not always wise to ignore them. 
H l.as been recentlj' found that ma- 
lari., has been propagated among per- 
rons sl*-cping in a room in which plants 
were growing in boxes filled with ma- 
laria! soil. Several cases of thi.s di.^- 
ease in winter have ’ocen recently 
traced by physicians to this cause. The 
germs seemed to thrive in the heated air 
of the house. When we remember the 
source from which the soil ai’ound 
house piant.s is obtained and the com- 
mon use of rotted earth, ofte’i from 
malarious swamps, in preparing the 
soil, it is strange that this complaint 
has not been made before. 

It is quite po«isible to have too many 
house plants. A few blooming house 
piant.s ure a jjleasure in th<- living-room, 
but the practice of some families «■*? 
filling all the sunnj’ windows with 
boxew of dark earth for the cultivation 
of flowers during the winter and spring 
months is not one to be commended 
The most es.sential thing in anj' home 
is the health .and comfort of tlie mem- 
bers of that home. If flowers shut out 
the sunshine, flien the flowers must be 
given up, however delightful their pres- 
ence is. There is no such objection to 
a conservatorj' built especially for the 
accommodation of plants, though it is 
possible to introduce the germs of ma- 
larious earth even in this case. The 
objection to flowers in many houses is 
that thej' may occupy the sunny win- 
dows that the members of the family 
should sit in and enjoy. During a 
great deal of their time of growth house 
plants are not ornamental, but sim- 
plj- a promise. While summer plants 
are resting from growth, it is better to 
keep them in a well-lighted cellar than 
up-stairs, where thej' are not often or- 
namental and are certain to be more 
or less in the way. This applies to ge- 
raniums, begonias of some kinds and 
to the vast majoritj' of the sumraer 
blooming plants, which must be taken 
in during the winter. — N. Y". Tribune.

This temperature 
achieved, stir in vigorously four fluid 
ounces of IH) per cent, alcohol. :ii.d the 
cement is complete. It will drv very 
rapidly when applied to any material, 
is nondlastic and cxtremelj' hard. 
.Should it be rcipiived pliable add from 
two to four ounce.< of glycerin. — St. 
Louis Republic. 

A Snv«*r*- CiiMard. 

Whip up the w hite of one egg and the 
yolks of two; stir in one wineglassful 
of strong cold beef tea, a flavoring of 
salt and a tea.spoonful of cream. But- 
ter a deep small pie dish pour in the 
above mixture, and set in a shallcwpan 
cc-ntaining boiling water. Boil gently 
ii. this for ten minutes, or until set. —

F»«t« from the History of the Brandt. 
Red dacket a&d Condo- 
lence Belts. 



Bnt It Waa wltb Somethlna: He 

Conldn*t Keep All to 
Himself. 



In the historic Van Cortlanclt manor 
house at Croton, N. Y., is a porthole, 
in which the birds build their nests and 
raise their young*, unmindful of the use 
cf their peaceful home in the early co- 
lonial days. Just under the porthole, 
in the dining'-room, hangs a picture 
of Joseph lirandt, the Mohawk chief 
who. in contrast to his warlike deeds, 
translated the Gospel of St. Mark into 
the Mohawk language. Above the 
portrait hangs a wampum belt, which 
is the celebrated Brandt belt. 

Col. John L)e Beyster Douw, of 
Poughkeepsie, a veritable son of the 
revolution, his father having joined 
the Albany* count}’ militia immediately 
after his graduation from Yale col- 
lege, in 1770, is the fortunate posses- 
sor of the Bed Jacket belt. This belt, 
except in length, is identical with the 
P*randt belt. It is five feet nine inches 
long and six and one-half inches wide, 
not including the fringe at each end, 
of worsted worked in white beads, and 
is in a perfect state of jireservation. 
In the latter years of his life the fa- 
mous Seneca chief lived near Niagara. 
He sold the belt to John Crysler, who 
gave it to his son, Italph M. Cr}’sler, 
the father-in-law of the late Judge Al- 
exander B. Johnson. Balph Crysler 
gave it to his father-in-law. Judge 
Leonard Gansevoort, who. in 1832, two 
years after the death of Bed Jacket, 
presented it to his grandson, the pres- 
ent owner. 

Col. Douw’s father and grandfather 
were on the most friendly terms with 
the several Indian tribes. His grand- 
father. ,Tudge Volckert P. Douw, the 
stanch old patriot who refused to hold 
office under the British, knew Bed 
Jacket better than did any other white 
man. Col. Douw has also a “belt of 
condolence,” presented to his grandfa- 
ther by the Six Nations, on the death 
of a favorite daughter. 

Bev. Dr. Will-iam H. Ten Eyck, late 
of New Brunswick, has in his posses- 
sion another belt of condolence, also 
presented to Judge Douw. as is shewn 
by the playing-card attached. The 
card, .a “four-of-hearts.” reads: 

Belt of Condolence on the Death of my 
Dauter. Caty Hoffman, by the Six Na- 
tions of Indians, in December, 1775.” 
This belt is 23 inches in length and 
three in w idth. and has four diamond- 
s Imped figures on it of purple beads, 
the remainder of the belt being of white 
beads. — N. V. Tribune.

But such are 
not the facts. To be sure, they are clo.se 
in making u bargain, bu*. when they 
have made a bargain it is their nature 
to slick to it relij»iously. They may 
craw! out of a very small hole, but there 
should be no hole.s in a business con- 
tract. “Plain at first, aftt?rward nodis- 
pule.” is the prudent aphorism of the 
Chinese. If '.here is a misunderstand- 
ing, however, they will instantly and 
without apiiarent effort drop on it and 
invariably take advantage of it. That j 
is busines.s. They are acute and careful 
merchants', patient, faithful and dili- 
gent workmen aiul servants, and above* 
all, they are great lovers of familj*, rel- 
atives an*? home. 

The- entire pKipulalion of China is di- 
vided into four classes, viz.: Scholars, 
farmers, artisans, or workmen, and 
merchants. In social rank scholars 
stand highest, as brains control ideas. 
The agriculturist comes next because 
he pr<xluces something out of nothing. 
The artisan come.s third because by 
hand and brain he brings into useful- 
ness material that would otherwise re- 
main crude and worthless. The mer- 
chant comes la.st for the reason that he 
neither produces nor increases the in- 
herent value or usefulnes.4 of anything. 
He simply trades upon the needs and 
labors of others. No man is more cau- 
tious, shrewd and exact ia his business 
affairs, however, than the average Chi- 
nese merchant. 

As a race the Chinese are jieaceable, 
quiet, ur.a.s-suming, more of the philo- 
sophic nature than of the enthusiastic, 
r.nd seldom enter uixm a route the en.i 
of which is invisible. Asr nation they 
excel all others in p»tliteness. They 
have brought the art of lubricating the 
friction w hich is sure to arise in the in- 
tercourse of man with man to «uch a 
perfection that they are |>oIite to the 
irreatest degree imaginable.
